Resigning, Roasts

Mrs. Louise Osborne Rowe of “ Maizie 


yesterday came back into the limelight. 

By grace of Mayor Thompson's pay- 
ment of her salary out of his contin- 
gent furld Mrs. Rowe has retained her 
titular rights as commissioner of pub- 
lic welfare in spite of the city council's 
rgfusal to authorize such an office. 

Mrs. Rowe recently notified Miss 
Eleanor Myers, assistant superintend- 
ent of employment, that she was sus- 
pended for thirty days. 

Miss Myers replied by resigning, chat 
step being represented by a 1,000 word 
letter teeming with denunciation of 
Mrs. Rowe, the civil service commis- 
sion, and the Thompson administratfon. 

he gave a copy of the letter. to the 
Civil Service Reform association, which 
intends to place i¢ in the hafidg of every 
member of the city counc# committee 
on finance for ‘consideration. 


“No Cause for Suspension.” 


Miss Myers charges that no cause 
for suspension was disclosed to her. 

“This action of yaprs,” she wrote 
Mrs. Rowe, “might ll be regarded 
as an expected culmifiation of the il- 
legal lay-offe, unauthorized transfer 
and petty persecutions that have foi- 
lowed my appointment, — Nea 

“I have made social service my 
life study and work and was ap- 
pointed to this position because I ob- 
tained first place in a competitive civil 
service examination. But the posi- 
tion’s environment makes it absolutely 
impossible for me to retain it and at 
the same time maintain my ideals and 
keep my self respect.”
